This  report  concerns  a three  (3)  to  four  (U)  niinute  observation  of  on  unidentified 


object,  while  on  a test  f light  in  an  F-51  aircraft,  on  12  Decanter  1951*  ^ C»T* 


Visibility  on  this  day  was  exceptionally  good.  Observation  was  at  2150Z  on 
12  Dece^uber  1951.  Pilot  was  flying  at  10,000*,  unidentified  object  was  at  all  tines 
below  the  F-51  aircraft.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  aircraft  was  at  10,(XX)?,  no 
correct  estimation  of  distance  was  obtained. 
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(1)  it  215OZ  or.  12  Decenber  1951>  Capb.  Donald  K,  Slayton,  observed  an  unidentified 
object  five  (5)  miles  southeast  of  Hastings,  Hinnesota,  Gapt.  Slayton  was 
cruising  at  10,000»,  and  had  jxist  nulled  out  of  a loop  and  was  heading  back 
towards  Vi61d«-Chaoiberlaln  Airfield,  vdien  he  first  spotted  a '.diite  object  about 
one  (1)  nilH  out  and  1,00C!  below  his  left  wing  tip* 


(2)  When  the  object  was  first  spotted  it  appeared  to  rese:abl3  a kite,  but  the
